Unless demand is curbed 


Yamani repeats warning of oil crisis 


LONDON, June 19 (Agencies) 
— Saudi Oil Minister, Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani, Tuesday 
warned that the world would face 
an oil crisis of unprecedented 
magnitude by as early as 1988 if 
demand continued at the present 
rate. 

He was speaking at a London 
conference on shipping and pros- 
pects for international trade. 

He said: “ Should world demand 
for oil be permitted to grow at a 
moderate of 2.5 persent until 
1990 and by only 2 percent there- 
after until the year 2000, and 
assuming that new reserves are 
added at a rate of 19 billion ban-els 
of oil per year. Irreversible physi- 
cal shortfalls in supplies may take 
place as early as 1988. 

. “In the meantime, world pro- 
duction from all sources, extant 
and potential, may increase by 
onty about 10 to 13 million barrels 
per day in the next eight to 10 
years. 

“The crisis which may then 
develop will be of such magnitude 
as to make the current situation 
appear like a mere passing event 
of trivial consequence." 

Yamani warned that when 
demand began to outpace supply, 
“the pronounced shortfall which 
may emerge is likely to push mar- 
ket prices to levels three to four 
times the current one." 

The oil shortfall was likely to 
reach 16 million barrels a day by 
the 2000, Yamani said. 

“The rich could perhaps pay for 
such a luxurious commodity 
then,” he added. “But a deep per- 
vading irreversible recession will 
be inescapable as poor nations are 
deprived of minimum supplies of 


this vital commodity because of 
their inability to pay.” 

Yamani said consuming nations 
must eliminate inefficiencies in 
energy consumption as their con- 
tribution to preventing a future 
energy crisis. 

“Another feasible measure 
available to them is the upgrading 
of their refining systems, so that 
their refineries can accommodate 
a wider range of crude oil varieties 
rather than be restricted to the 
finer grades only," he added. 

Hus would make available sup- 
plies of crude oil which would 
otherwise be untapped, be said. 


Meanwhile oil producing coun- 
tries such as Saudi Arabia should 
be given every incentive to under- 
take wide-scale exploration for 
more oil. 

He warned that the life expec- 
tancy of current oil and gas 
reserves was only 38 years, 
whereas coaTs was 238 years. 

“Under prevailing circums- 
tances,” he added somberly, “it 
may therefore be concluded that 
unless the existing imbalance is 
rectified, further anomalies will 
persist with grave consequences 
for the world."

Giscard underscores urgency 
of energy agreement in Tokyo 


LONDON, June 19 (Agencies) 
— Freach President Valery Gis- 
card cf Estaing has said that there 
would be severe consequences if 
some agreement on energy was 
not reached at the Western 
economic summit in Japan tins 
month. 

The president, speaking in a 
televised interview Monday night 
with the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, said also he 
expected to achieve a result on the 
abolition of America's subsidy ou 
oil. 

He said of the June 28/29 sum- 
mit “for this Tokyo meeting which 
we will have next week in Tokyo, I 
expect a positive result because 
the issue is a burning one. 

“If we part without having 
announced and decided sorne- 
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thing substantial on energy the 
consequences I think would be 
extremely severe for our 
economic and soda! situation. 

“So we are obliged to have a 
significant result,” he added. 

The president again outlined his 
four point plan to put at the sum- 
mit — some joint goals for oil 
import savings, organization or 
regulation of the ofl free markets, 
development of alternative 
sources of energy and talks bet- 
ween European and oil producing 
countries. 

The president was asked if be 
agreed with West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt that an 
eneigy crisis could lead to a possi- 
bility of war. 

“Well it is an extreme view but 
the first and certain stage would be 
a major depression and this major 
depression will be paid in terms of 
unemployment so everyone who is 
concerned with the social situation 
on Europe must be extremely 
attentive to this energy situation” 
he said. 

Had the Americans and Japan- 
ese understood that particular 
view? asked the questioner. “Not 
fully. No. No.” replied the presi- 
dent. 

On the question of seeking the 
abolition of America's import 
subsidy on oil, Giscard cTEstaing 
said “it must be a result and I 
expect we can achieve a result on 
thfc point because there were two 
responsibilities, one is America's 
ability for creating the subsidy and 
the other was a European respon- 
sibility to have this absurd free 
market.” 

Giscard* s views were echoed by 
French energy minister Andre

He told a news conference in 
Luxembourg that the idea had 
been agreed by EEC energy 
ministers here but would only be 
pm into effect if international 
agreement is reached.

The meeting will be limited to 
technical discussions on the two 
sides’ views of the supply and 
demand for oil, Giraud said. 

It is expected to take place in 
London and O'Malley wfl] join it 
as he takes over from the Freach 
minister the presidency of the 
EEC energy ministers' council on 
July 1. 

Giraud said the ministers also 
discussed French proposals for 
more energy savings and more use 
of alternative energy sources like 
coal and nuclear power.

Canada 

BAHRAIN, June 19 (R) — 
The Arab Monetary Fund (AMF) 
has stopped afl dealings with 
Canada because of its plan to 
move the Canadian embassy from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem, its chair- 
man announced Tuesday. 

“No more deposits will be 
placed with Canadian banks, 
whether they are offshore banks in 
Bahrain, on the Euro-market or 
anywhere else,” Jawad Haste m 
said. 

The Abu Dhabi-based AMF, an 
Arab League body, will have no 
foreign exchange dealings with 
Canadian financial institutions, he 
added. 

There would be no trading in 
Canadian bonds or bonds used 
through Canadian banks, Hashem 
said. 

“This is a management deci- 
sion, effective today," he said. 

Hashem said be had taken care 
to withdraw all AMF funds before 
making the decision public. 

The move, the first Arab retali- 
ation against Canada over the 
embassy issue, was announced by 
the official Emirates News 
Agency WAM Monday night 

Hashem declined to disclose the 
amount of AMF investments, 
“this is secret," he said, “but- with 
our billion U.S. dollar capital you 
can well imagine the extent of our 
dealings.” 

Earlier this month, nine Arab 
countries warned the new Prog- 
ressive Conservative government 
of Canadian Prime Minister Joe 
Clark against implementing his 
election pledge to move the 
embassy. 

Canadian External Affairs 
Minister Flora MacDonald has 
said there was no timetable or 
deadline for the move and the 
government would consider all 
aspects of the question before act- 
ing. 

There are three Canadian banks 
in Dubai. These are the Royal 
Bank of Canada, The Bank of 
Nova Scotia and the Toronto 
Dominion Bank which also has a 
branch in Abu Dhabi, the UAE 
capital. 

A spokesman for the represen- 
tative office of the Canadian 
Imperial Bank of Commerce in 
Bahrain said he had not yet offi- 
cially heard of the AMFs deci- 
sion. 

The bank also has an offshore 
branch in Bahrain.

BAGHDAD, June 19 — Syria 
and Iraq ended their ratification 
talks here Tuesday with the for- 
mation of a joint political com- 
mand. 

The command, to be headed by 
Iraqi President Ahmad Hassan 
Bakr and Syrian President Hafez 
Assad will coordinate the foreign, 
Arab, defense and economic 
policies of Iraq and Syria, which 
are ruled by rival wings of the 
Arab Socialist Baath Party. 

The new command replaces the 
higher political council which the 
two countries agreed on at their 
reconciliation summit in Baghdad 
last November. 

The official announcement of 
the new command fell short of 
mentioning the reunification of 
the ruling Baath Party, which was 
the declared aim of Baler’s and 
Assads talks since last Saturday as 
a prelude for a “ constitutional 
union ” between Iraq and Syria. 

A declaration following the 
meetings said the two sides 
studied the political situation in 
the region “ from all its sides " to 
confront the “ Zionist and 
imperialist, and Sadatist crusade 
which aims at liquidating the 
Palestinian canse and Arab 
nationalism, and a r spreading 
Zionist and imperialist influence 
over the whole region. ” 

The declaration said the summit 
discussed and approved the fol- 
lowing steps : 

— “ Until a constitutional 
unio n is established, a joint politi- 
cal command is formed. The 
command will comprise on the 
Iraqi side President Bakr, V-ce 
; President - Saddam Huss-l.l 
Interior Minister lzzat Ibrahim, 
Housing and construction Minis- 
ter Taha Yasin Ramadan, 
Revolutionary Command Council 
Member Tareq Aziz, Planning 
Minister Adnan Hussein, and 
Defense Minister Adnan KhairaF 
lah.

Israel bans meeting 
of W. Bank notables 
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TEL AVIV, June 19 (Agen- 
cies) — Israeli military authorities 
Tuesday prohibited a meeting of 
Hebron civic notables in the West 
Bank to protest against Israeli set- 
tlement in occupied areas. 

Hebron Mayor Fahad 
Kawasma had- invited 2 00 promi- 
nent city residents, including jur- 
ists, religious leaders and 
businessmen, to the protest meet- 
ing. 

But the Israeli military 
authorities issued a ban on the 
meeting and the few invited guests 
who showed up at the municipality 
were turned away by Israeli sol- 
diers. 

" A similar protest meeting was 
held Monday in Nablus despite a 
warning by the Israeli authorities 
who later said those who partici- 
pated would be punished. 

On Monday Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan came out 
strongly in support of wbai he cal- 
led ** the right of IsraePs Jews to 
settle anywhere in the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. ’’ 

At a press conference in 
Jerusalem, he confirmed his 
opposition to plans for a new set- 
tlement near Nablus, the West 
Bank’s most populous Palestinian 
town. However, he said he 
believed, settlements were no obs- 
tacle to peace but the only way for 
Arabs and Jews to learn to live 
together. 

He did not give a reason for his 
opposition to the building of the 
controversial Eton Moreh settle- 
ment, which was given the go- 
ahead by the Israeli cabinet last 
week on the eve of crucial talks 
with Egypt on Palestinian auton- 


omy. Defense Minister Ezer 
Weizman, who with Dayan was 
among a minority of ministers 
which opposed the settlement, 
Sunday resigned from a six- 
member Israeli negotiating team 
to the autonomy talks. 

Dayan said that while there 
were differences in the cabinet 
over various settlement plans, 
" everybody in the government 
agrees that we should not be 
excluded from (settling) any- 
where.”

two countries as a solid nucleus for 
Arab unity,” he added. 

Bakr said “ we had hoped our 
unionist- steps wonld be bigger. 
Yet, we considered this declara- 
tion an important, positive step in 
our joint march. ” 

Assad in turn said “ our aim is 
total unity between Syria and Iraq 
as a strong, solid and genuine nuc- 


leus for comprehensive Arab 
unity.” 

He added that “ by signing this 
document we add... an important 
and worthwhile step to our con- 
structive and practical moves on 
the road of the great unionist 
action which began late last year 
when we held our first meeting 
here in Baghdad. ” 

Assad later returned home after 
chairing the -higher political body 
meetings jointly with president 
Bakr. 

The Syrian leader was accom- 
panied by the high-ranking deleg- 
ation which took part in the talks.

JEDDAH, June 19 — Officials 
of three European airlines are 
seeking to restart DC- 10 aircraft 
services to Saudi Arabia after 
Thursday’s decisions by European 
air authorities to re-certify the air- 
liner. 

The European airlines involved 
are Swissair, Lufthansa and KLM. 
Korean Airlines and Pakistan 
International Airways also oper- 
ate DC-lO flights to Jeddah. 

But Saudi permission for 
DC- 10 airliners to land and take 
off in Saudi Arabia may be con- 
tingent on the attitude of the U.S. 
civil air authorities, airline offi- 
cials said in Jeddah Tuesday.

They said that Jordan's Ministry of Religious 
Endowments had invited about 100 prominent 
Muslims including economists, religions leaders, 
politi c ia n s ^ literary to attend four- 
day symposium starling on Saturday to mark the 
Muslim feast of AMsra and Al-Mnaj. 

The annual feast commemorates the night jour- 
ney of the Prophet Muhammad from Mecca to 
Jerusalem and his ascension into Heaven and a 
normally a purely religious occasion. 

The officials said that delegates to the “World 
Symposium of Al-Isra” would attend in their per- 
sonal capacities and not as representatives of their 
countries. 

They complained that anti- Islamic propaganda, 
especially in die West, was portraying Islam as “a 
religion of decapitations and amputations^ because 
of the penalties sometimes carried out in Muslim 
countries. 

. They said die Islamic revolution in Iran and the 
that followed had contributed to the 
distorted picture. It would be the task of the dele- 
gates to counter tins and bijng to light the vital 
values of Islam. 

Among the delegates will be at least five former 
prime ministers: Sadek Al-Mahdi of Sudan, Tunku 
Abdul-Rahman of Malaysia, Fadhel Ai-Jamali of 


Iraq, Maarouf AlgadawaJibi of Syria and Muham- 
mad Nassxr of Indonesia. 

The officials said one reason for upgrading the 
festivities this year was to draw the Muslim world 1 s 
attention to the importance of Jerusalem, which is 
occupied by Israel. 

Israel has refused to return Arab Jerusalem to 
Arab sovereignty, and Jordanian officials said they 
believed that the revolution in Iran had caused 
Israel to harden its position on Jerusalem. 

Delegates to the symposium are expected to 
come from most Arab and Muslim countries. 

The symposium will be opened by King Hussein 
and its resolutions will be announced next Tuesday. 

Jerusalem Unit to Meet 


RABAT, Jime, 19 (R) — The 13-Mbtion 
Jerusalem Committee, set up to coordinate an 
Islamic campaign for the liberation of Jerusalem, 
will hold a meeting in Morocco on July 2-3 under 
tile chairmanship of King Hassan.

EEC leaders seen adopting 
tough stand toward Israel 


PARIS, Jane 19 (R) — The 
European Common Market 
(EEC), whose leaders meet in 
Strasbourg on Thursday to discuss 
the world oil crisis, have adopted a 
tough new stand toward Israel. 


In a statement drawn up Mon- 
day the nine Common Market 
members criticized Israel for 
establishing settlements on Arab 
land occupied in 1967 and 
denounced Israeli claims to ulti- 
mate sovereignty over them. 

The statement was issued after 


discussions on ways of reriving 
talks with the Arabs, stalled 
because of Egypt's isolation from 
the rest of the Arab world since it 
signed the peace treaty with Israel. 

French Foreign Minister Jean 
Francois- Poncet said the EEC 
countries were ready to resume 
the dialogue. 

Relations with the Arab world 
are of prime importance to the 
European Community because it 
imp orts more than half its energy 
needs and Arab countries are 
among the main suppliets.

Turkey. 

Turkey has an estimated six mil- 
lion of foe nomadic tribe living on 
the high mountain plateau in east- 
ern Turkey, bordering Iran, Iraq 
and the Soviet Union. 

Moscow Perndsrion 

NEW YORK, June 19 (AP)— 
Turkish Premier Ecevit says the 
United States must seek Moscow's 
permission to use Turkish airstrip 
for U-2 reconnaissance flights to 
monitor Soviet compliance with 
the new SALT II accords, 
"Newsweek” magazine reported 
Monday.

Accra Radio reported the pro- 
visional results, from five major 
constituencies in Monday’s voting 
for a president and a 140-seat par- 
liament. 

Owusu, a former minister and 
leader of the Popular Front Party, 
is one of 10 presidential candi- 
dates. 

The Accra broadcast, moni- 
tored in Abidjan, said he won 
39,268 votes from the five dis- 
tricts. 

In second place with 33,961 
votes was Mflla Uvann, a retired 
diplomat representing the Peoples 
National Party. 

William Ofori-Atta, a founding 
father of the state which became 
independent from Britain in 1957, 
was listed in third {dace with 9,937 
votes. Widely known in the coun- 
try as “Pa Willie." 68-year-old 
Ofori-Atta is standing for the 
United National Convention 
Party (UNC). 

Six of the presidential candi- 
dates are sponsored by political 
parties. The four independents 
were all doing badly in the early 
results. 

The broadcast gave no indica- 
tion of the turnout at the polls, in 
which about five million Ghanians 
were entitled to vote. Reports 
from the provinces Monday sug- 


gested a high turnout in the West- 
ern, Central and Volta Regions 
and in Ashanti, the region with the 
largest number of registered vot- 
ers. 

The election took place only 
two weeks after junior service 
officers seized power. . It was 
Ghana's first general election 
since the armed forces staged a 


coup in 1972. 

Flight Lieutenant Jerry “Rawl- 
ings, leader of this months coup, 
lure promised a return to civilian 
rule by Oct. 1- 

Owusn, 55, the early leader in 
the presidential race, held a 
number of minis terial posts in the 
ci vilian government- of Prime 
Minister Kofi Busia, which was 
overthrown in the 1972 coup. 


Fallout may have caused 
deaths of sheep in Utah 

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah June 19 (AP) — Thousands of sheep 

downwind from two nudear tests at theNevada test site 25 years ago 

died from the effects of fallout, a study by a former Atomic Energy 
Commission scientist indicates. 

The office of Rep. K- Gunn McKay said Monday the study was 
conducted by Dr. Harold Knapp, who worked for the AEC during 
the test period testified at an April 19 Congressional hearing here 
into effects of nuclear test radiation. He did the study at the request 
of the House Subcommittee on Oversight and Invistigations. 

McKay said Knapp’s finding s provide the first hard scientific evi- 
dence to support his own contention that the Federal government 
must accept liability for the sheep deaths. 

McKay has introduced a bill in Congress to pave the way for the 
government to accept liability for claims a ri si n g from atmospheric 
nuclear testing. 

The losses led to a 1955 court test by sheepmen, but the Federal 
court rejected their claims. At the time, the AEC sought to play down 
the possibility that fallout caused the deaths. 

Knapp m id he discovered in 1962 that there was far more radioac- 
tive iodine deposited in Utah milk than the AEC had admitted. His 
studies of the sheep exposure involved complex mathematics to 
determine — from measurements taken long after the nodparexplo- 
sions — the level of radioactivity when the sheep first were exposed. 

The study, now in draft form, has been sent to die Department of

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CLARK’S HYPOCRISY 


A few years ago, in one of the more chauvanistk actions of 
his career, the late French President Charles IDe Gaulle 
greeted an enthusiastic crowd in Montreal with the words, 
“ Quebec Libief’ The Canadian government was not amused. 

Suppose, now, that France decided to open an embassy in 
Montreal and establish separate diplomatic ties with Quebec. 
It is reasonable to assume such a move would never get past 
the announcement stage. Diplomatic relations would come to 
a halt, as would much of the commerce between the two 
countries. 

The scenario is implausible because the French government 
conducts its foreign policy in a sensible manner, avoiding 
emotionalism in favor of worldly pragmatism. That is not the 
case these days with the new government of Canadian Prime 
Minister Joe Clark. 

The stubborn, insensible and emotive decision to move 
Canada's embassy in Israel from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem is as 
repugnant within the Arab world as French interference in 
Quebec would be in Canada. Mr. Clark is interfering with the 
capital city of Palestine. He is accepting Israefs annexation of 
Jerusalem. And he is alienating Canada from hundreds of 
millions of Muslims around the world. 

-*■' The whole business started as an election campaign promise 
Mr. dark put forward back in April. It might have ended with 
his election in May, consigned to some bureaucratic logjam 
that would smother the idea in paperwork. Most fotish cam- 
paign promises end up that way. Mr. Clark has instead chosen 
to persist in the matter to the point where pride, if nothing 
else, now compels him to move ahead. 

The Islamic world should respond accordingly. Yesterday, 
the Arab Monetary Fund stopped all dealings with Canada. 
Other Arab League bodies should now follow suit. 

It would be diplomatically pre-emptive to sever relations 
with Canada just yet, for, as Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud AJ-Faisal told “ Ai- Medina” the other day, Canada has 
not yet informed the Kingdom of its decision to move its 
embassy in Israel. Prince Saud added, however, “If this is 
done, Saudi Arabia would take joint action with other Islamic 
states.” 

Canada must be made to realize that it is on the verge of 
rendering an insult to Muslims, Arabs and international stan- 
dards governing the territorial integrity of nations. If it wants 
to resolve. the question of Quebec’s status without interfer- 
ence from other countries, then it should behave accordingly 
in its own foreign policy toward the Middle East. To do less 
smacks of hypocrisy and invites retaliation. 


Oil row looms 
over Tokyo summit

TOKYO 

If Japanese government officials could have their time over 
again, it is possible the Tokyo summit would not be staged. 

it looked such a good idea when mooted : a nice bit of prestige 
for Japan, confirming its status as a first division team. 

But events have overtaken the summit, and the greatest Japan- 
ese fear now is that iL grill turn into an 21-tempeied fiasco. 

When first pi ii if n <4 the Tokyo meeting looked like being merely 
a monitor of p rog rag ft»gNde on the trade and economic issues covered 
by last year's Bonn summit, when Japan and West Germany were 
persuaded, reluctantly to act as “engines” to revive the world 
economy. 

But that has subsequently been dwarfed by the overriding con- 
cern for the industrialized world's oil supplies. 

Everyone is now agreed that the two days of discussio ns be tween 
the seven world leaders come down to one word : energy. 

Japan sees its prestige very much on the line in ensuring this first 
major summit conference in Asia is a success. But there is a very deep 
concern that it will be derailed by an acrimonious squabble over who 
is pushing up oil prices by bidding for erode at any price, and refusing 
to conserve shrinking supplies. 

Europe and the United States have already exchanged accusa- 
tions, and Japanese Prime Minister Masayoshi Obira, believing his 
own hands are clean, has offered himself as a mediator in the dispute. 
The Japanese idea, however, is that any rows over oil should be 
shunted aside for co aside ration in other forums like the International 
Energy Agency (IEA) and the OECD. 

Under Ohira's orders, government teams have been drawing up 
detailed proposals for medium and long-term energy cooperation 
among the big seven : cooperation in parcelling out and conserving 
dwindling oil supplies (including formal quotas) and keeping a lid on 
prices, and joint efforts to promote alternative sources, such as coal, 
coal liquefaction (Japan, West Germany and the United States have 
already begun work on a pilot plant), and nuclear and solar energy, 
under the auspices of an “international energy board.” 

But everyone else will be unveiling a similar plan and urging the 
industrial majors not to commit energy suicide, along with veiled or 
unveiled faints about certain other countries who don't have the 
discipline to cut down on their gas giggling. 

Japanese officials who have been attending various preliminary 
meetings for the summit have reported back in despair that there 
appear to be very real differences of opinion between the particip- 
ants, which, barked by national self-interest, threaten to turn the 
Tokyo conference into a futile diplomatic exercise. 

There is widespread suspicion that some nations will make 
backdoor deals with OPEC and non-OPEC suppliers to secure sup- 
plies at agy price. In fact, for all its protestations of innocence, Japan, 
as the world's number two importer of oil, is already trying to make 
its own long-term deals with various countries, and that wih merely 
posh up prices on the ever-tigfater spot market 

The energy debate will overshadow trade and monetary issues in 
Tokyo, even though they are dosely inter-related. 

A few months ago it seemed as if staging the conference here 
would backfire on the Japanese who would find themselves, as hosts, 
under concerted attack for their continued stubborn accumulation of 
massive trade profi t s at the expense of others. 

Hence there was a major effort to mend fences with important 
trading partners. This has been partly successful with Americans, 
who have won a piece of paper from the Japanese promising to open 
up government procurement contracts worth billions of dollars 
annually to foreign bidders. It remains to be seen, in practice, how 
much the paper is worth. 

With this, Japanese government officials have happily declared 
an end to the trade war with the Americans, which would be a fatal 
mistake to make. Neither with the European Economic Community 
nor the United States has any real progress yet been made. 

Officials here have drawn considerable comfort from the fiscal 
1978 trade figures: the current account surplus down from$ 14 to 12 
billion (remember, last year they promised it would be down to six 
billion) and, after removing invisibles and long-term capital move- 
ments, an overall balance of payments deficit of $ 23 billion. 

But foreign reserves continue to grow and are second only to 
West Germany’ s, while the weakening yen is already spurring a new 
export drive, matched by signs of weakening in the never very strong 
growth of imports. 

Not discouraged, however, the government says the current 
account surplus this year will be trimmed to $ 73 billion (private 
estimates range to over 10 billion), and, as a result, Japan has fulfilled 
the unofficial goals it set itself at Bonn (other countries saw it as a 
formal. government pledge) — especially when coupled with the 
planned removal of restrictions on foreign exchange movements. 

In fact, the Tokyo summit is seen as the occasion when Japan, at 
least, will be freed from the responsibility to act as an “engine” for 
the world economy, a role it feels it cannot sustain if the ofl crunch 
gets worse. 

Tbe other participants can hardly be expected to go along with 
this, and the Americans, in feet, have already made it clear President 
Carter will have some strong words to say on the subject. 

Another controversy is likely to arise over an American and 
Japanese idea to strengthen the international surveillance structure 
to keep nations from reducing their exchange rates in competition or 
resorting to protective trade measures. 

The U.S. apparently wants more IMF surveillance over 
exchange markets, while Japan wants to create a surveillance 
department w i t hin GATT to check violations of free trade rules. 

In view of Japan's past performance, there are some who might say 
this amounts to the height of cheek. 

There will be no shortage of divisive issues, even if Britain's 
Margaret Thatcher does not, as she reportedly plans to do, raise the 
issue of Vietnamese refugees and the poor performance of certain 
countries in taking their share. — (OFNS).

As we got back in the car, the Israeli officer, assigned to conduct 
journalists around Israel borders, said: “With the Arabs, honor is 
all important You have to be careful not to offend their sense of 
honor." After driving for a while along foe empty West Rank roads 
that at night carry Jittle but military patrol vehicles, he said: “He was 
bitter, that young man, wasn’ t he? IBs sense of honor was offended.” 

That sad little encounter between an Israeli and an aggrieved 1 
Palestinian was typical of the colonial situation that has developed in 
the West Bank since tbe Israeli occupation 12 years ago, a situation 
which, as one Israeli said, “if it continues, will poison our whole 
society.” The average Israeli is puzzled at the vehemence with which 
he is rejected. He tends to ascribe it to anything but Israeli policy — 
to fear of the PLO, or, as an Israeli Arabist put it, “to thePaiestmian 
propensity for being directed from outside.'' 

The settlements are the most visible aspect of tire occupation, 
but they are only the tip of the iceberg. Measures concerned with 
economic development, emigration and return, and education con- 
stitute, argue both foreign and some Israeli critics a “bantustan” 
policy. Thus, the West Bank is primarily agricultural, but the Israeli 
authorities have refused the Palestinian fanners the necessary water 
to expand the cultivated area. The West Bank is educationally 
underdeveloped but tbe Israelis, while they have not blocked new 
colleges and universities, have consistently interrupted studies by 
closures for which there has often bees no real reason. 

The trade and labor relationship with the West Bank and Gaza, 
to which the Israelis frequently point with pride, is so constructed as 
to be of maximum benefit to Israel Palestmiaraiaborers fill a man- 
power gap in Israeli society: their wages, remitiapees from Palesti- 
nians outside, and income from West Bank add Gaza exports, put 
money into the West Bank: and much of this money is then spent on 
Israeli goods. At one remove, Israel has thus achieved its long-held 
ambition of selling to the Arab market. 

Some of the issues have recently come into t$ie open with clashes 
between the military authority and the voluntary agencies which, 
acting in some cases as agents for U.S. aid, are trying to develop the 
West Bank. Their projects have not infrequently been rejected, often 
delayed. In an angry spate of publicity earlier this year the voluntary 
agencies were accused of “preparing the infrastructure for self* 
government in tbe West Bank and Gaza under cover of 
human! tarianis m .' ’ Tbe “infrastructure” consists of markets, irriga- 
tion projects, technical colleges. 

The small town of HalhouL, for instance, south of Jerusalem, has 
been waiting for its wholesale fruit and vegetable market now for 
more than two years. An American voluntary agency has committed 
funds, the local community has raised more. But the project is still on 
the “ rejected” list The reason, it is fair to speculate, is that the mayor 
of Halhoul is outspokenly pro-PLO and even more contemptuous of 
Beguf s autonomy proposals than his colleagues. “If tbe mayor,” said 
a foreign aid worker, “said some kind words about the proposals 


perhaps being worth a second look — he would get his market 
tomorrow.” 

Contempt for the Palestinians has always been an Israeli tempta- 
tion. But, as thousands of thousands of young conscript soldiers are 
cycled through the territories as occupation troops, the notion of the 
Palestinians as second- or third-class human beings becomes men 
deeply rooted. . ' 

The best Israelis, whether of left or right, yearn for an equal

I tell you, if the Arabs weren’ t ‘ 
right about Camp David at first,- they are right now.” It u obvious!, 
enough even to Israelis that Begfos plan is to piay along the: auton- 
omy talks as long as possible and then let diem break down^Iwping 
that although Egypt will then have to condemn and vihfylsrat^she 
will not return to astaie of full belligerency.

“must do” suggested that Israel most recognize the need for a Pales- 
tinian state and work for its foundation, must ‘“lid 'iitsrif of - the 
Zionist dream of an exclusively Jewish state,” must turn inward to 
a t tack its own developing class system, and must offer Palestinians a 
cho i ce between first class chi7Knfhjjp in a secular state or full corpo- 
rate autonomy. -f <

Saudi political activity, following 
the si gning of die Camp David 
accords, was successful in drawing 
the attention of Europe to its 
interests so that Europeans may 
join the settlement process 


directly, and not as a shadow of 
one superpower or another. 

“It is dear that Saudi Arabia 
has succeeded m rallying the sup- 
port of Europe, Africa, and the 
Islamic world for its point of view 
as expressed by the Mamie Fore- 
ign Ministers Conference in Fez. 

“In this way Saudi Arabia has 
contained tbe negative develop- 
ments in the region and concen- 
trated once more on the core of 
die problem besetting the region 
which is Jerusalem and Palestinian 
rights. It is also obvious that all the 
pressures that were brought to 
bear on those opposing the sepa- 
rate peace treaty were unable to 
prevent a wise and well studied 
action. 

“We believe that the European 
stand is another victory for die 
Arabs and Muslims regarding 
their crucial issues and if credit is 
to be given, it ought to go to Saudi 
Arabia which is now the most 
effective and influential force in 


the region and the best guarantee 
for a just and comprehensive 
peace in this part of the world. 

“The results of the European 
initiative may be seen soon when 
West German Foreign Minister 
Hans- Dietrich Genscher visits 
Saudi Arabia. His visit may be a 
turning point in the pursuit of 
peace,” the paper sakl. 

“With the sharp divisions in the 
ranks of the extreme left and tbe 
extreme right in Lebanon, the 
government and armed forces 
have a good opportunity to reas- 
sert their authority and crush the 
militias” according to “Al- 
RJyadb”.

MUSCAT — On the edge of the 
sands of eastern Arabia, Oman 
sits' tike a richly-colored jewel, 
a-bustie with new ports, ofl termi- 
nals and the expanding industrial 
and commercial environs of Ruwi 
and Matrah. There are quiet cor- 
nets too: the shadows of old Mus- 
cat and, further south, sleepy 
dhow harbors and remote suny 
coves. 

In the interior lies Jebel Akh- 
dhar, named after its green stone, 
and lush villages set in date groves, 
landmarked by forts and watch- 
towers. Cool blue waters flow 
through the ingenious system of 
canal irrigation which has ordered 
the politics and fed the bellies of 
this region for centuries. 

■ And in the south is Dhofar, the 
home of frankincense — a tropi- 
cal, mountainous and most mys- 
terious of lands. 

Although the region was among 
the first to accept the teachings of 
the. Prophet Muhammad, and 
Islam claims virtually the entire 
population, Omanis belong to 
dozens of tribal groups. Some, like 
the “jebaali” of Dhofar and the 
people of the Musandanf penin- 
sula on the Straits of Hormuz, 
have their own languages. And 
there are the shifting, restless 
Bedu roaming in and out of the 
great Empty Quarter. 

An exchange system of goods — 
dried shark and sardines from the 
coast to the.interior, produce from 
the highland cultivators and herd- 
smen to the coast — operated for 
hundreds of years, hampered by 
constant bloody conflicts between 
the traders. 

Yet today Oman is finally being 
united — by oil money and the 
development that such wealth can 
bring. The flow of spending is suc- 
ceeding in connecting the many 
parts of the country to a central 
government in a way that no tribal 
leader or ruler has been able to 
achieve in the region's long and 
turbulant history. 

Not, Of course, that Oman is 
fabulously rich — especially by the 
standards of its fellow Gulf states. 
OD production is only around 

300,000 barrels a day, although 
new fields have been discovered in 


the south which are expected to 
boost this by another 50,000 bpd. 
Putting Oman's oil wealth into 
perspective the country’s entire 
reserves officially total only 5.685 
billion barrels — and in a decade it 
will probably be out of ofl com- 
pletely. 

Almost half of the country's 
budget is allocated to defense, 
only a marginally lower propor- 
tion than in the years (1965-1 975) 
when a full-scale civil war was rag- 
ing with Dhofari rebels. The cur- 
rent defense expenditure is a 
reflection of Oman's vulnerable 
position; the government stations 
about half its 16,000-strong army 
in the south, not so much from fear 
of internal strife — it claims there 
remain only a handful of 
sporadically-active rebels — but 
because the southern province 
shares a barely-marked border 
with South Yemen. 

At Oman's northern tip is 
another potential trouble-spot: 
the Straits of Hormuz. Through 
this narrow water lane off Musan- 
dam pass the great supertankers 
from the ports of the Gulf to an 
oil-hungry world. 

Despite what seems a vast milit- 
ary expenditure for a country of 
less than a million people, enough 
of Oman’ s fortuitous wealth is left 
over for the kind of development 
programs that unify disparate 
groups, win over the dissatisfied 
and give new hope to those who 
have hitherto known only poverty 
and ha rds hi p . 

Gasses may still be held in the 
shade of giant acacia trees, but 
new schools for boys and girls are 
springing up across foe country. 
About 600 Omanis are studying at 
universities abroad. 

As recently as f97G there were 
only three small primary schools 
and one hospital in the entire 
country. The infant mortality rate ’ 
stoo d at 7 5 percent. Tuberculosis, 
malnutrition and other legacies of 
neglect may still be found, but 
these are disappearing as clinics 
and hospitals open and doctors 
make their remote rounds in gov- 
ernment jeeps and planes. 

Precious water wells are being 
dug and villages isolated from 


each other for centuries united by 
roads and services. 

Today, Sultan Qaboos, who 
succeeded his father in 1970, has 
set about to “ Omanize" the coun- 
try. Prominent Omani business- 
men and family members have 
been named to perform this func- 
tion — although the British pres- 
ence is far from disappeared. 

The most important thing is that 
the Qaboos government is spread- 
ing its oil money around. In the 
current budget (1979) an esti- 
mated RO 217,344,478 ($620 
million) will be spent on develop- 
ment projects. 

In Dhofar alone, where a fierce 
anti-government rebellion was 
quashed four years ago with the 
aid of arms and troops from Bri- 
tain and Iran, the government is 
spending more than $ 720 milli on 
during the current five-year plan 
in a campaign to win the hearts 
and minds of the 65,000 Dbofaris. 

Among the Dhofar develop- 
ment projects is one funded by 
Saudi Arabia, to develop six rural 
administration centers each with 
medical clinic, pharmacy, mosque, 
shops, watering troughs and judi- 
cial offices. The cost around $ 21 
million. Saudi Arabia Has also 
given about $ 75 million to build 
223 kilometers of roads in the 
remote mountain region. 

In other parts of the Sultanate, 
young Saudi schoolteachers man 
the classrooms — their salaries 
paid by Riyadh. 

In the years to come, as Oman's 
oil runs out, the country may 
become even more dependent on 
such external aid. The task facing 
Qaboos now is to accelerate his 
social development programs and 
develop alternate-income 
sources, such as light industry — 
and perhaps even tourism. 

Military training and a stage of 
alert will be Maintained, for the 
stability of Oman is of vital con- 
cern to all the countries of the 
Arabian peninsula. 

As one British advisor in Mus- 
cat put it: “When the Russians 
andii . their South Yemen allies 
have either straightened out or 
tired of battles with North Yemen, 
they will turn their eyes to south- 
ern Oman."

TEHRAN, Joe 19 (R) — Iran 
could produce six million barrels 
of erode a day — die peak produc- 
tion figure uniter the Shah — 
without help from foreign experts, 
the National Iranian Oil Company 
(NIOCl said Tuesday. 

NIOC announced last week that 
current crude oil production was 
3.9 million barrel a day an daily 
exports of crude and refined pro- 
ducts totalled 33 million barrels. 

Referring to the fact that most 
foreign experts have left Iran’s oil- 
fields as a result of the revolution, 
NIOC chairman Hassan Nazih 
said according to tbe official pars 
news agency that Iranian experts 
were capable of running the com- 
pany successfully, according to the 
official Pars news agency. 

He also denied what he 
described as rumors of a cutback 
in Iran's oil production but did not 
say why the country was produc- 
ing only 3.9 million barrels a day 
compared with the potential six 
million. 

Nazih said last April that 
NIOCs policy was to maintain 
production at 33 to four million 


barrels a day. 

Pars quoted Nazih assaying that 
the West was wrong in stating that 
ah economic problems stemmed 
from oil price increases. 

‘’Western organizations try to 
divert international attention 
from the possible increases in oil 
prices at the forthcoming OPEC 
meeting, by pretending that all 
economic disorders result from 
the oil price increase.** he said. 

NIOC earlier said Iran’s 
onshore production in the last 24 
hours was 3.3 million barrels. 

Iran's offshore fields produce 
between 500,000 and 600,000 
barrels a day. 

In another development Iran 
has served notice to Gulf Oil 
Corp. that its oil shipments are to 
be reduced 15.6 per cent, a cut 
s imilar to those imposed upon 
other customers in recent weeks. 

James Lee, president of Gulf 
Oil, Monday told oil analysts that 
Iran had asked for and then 
enforced a “Voluntary’’ reduction 
in supplies of crude to 135,000 
barrels a day for Gulf.

The regulations took up 26 
pages in the official rule-making 
publication, The Federal Register, 
and will be open for public com- 
ment until Sept. 13. 


U.S. uranium 
price ^fixing 
testimony to 
remain secret 

WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP) 
— The Justice Department balked 
Monday at a request by tbe Senate 
Judiciary Committee to turn over 
secret testimony in an investiga- 
tion into uranium price-fixing. 

The department filed court 
papers in response to a move by 
the judiciary rommmee to obtain 
the documents. It said that “mat- 
ters, appearing before the grand 
juzy may sot Ire disclosed to a con- 
gressional committee absent a 
showing of particularized need 
sufficient to outweigh the interests 
in preserving grand jury secrecy.” 

The department said that while 
it takes no position on whether the 
committee had demonstrated 
“sufficient particularized need,*’ it 
urged a federal district court to 
examine the committee’s need for 
the documents closely. 

“There has been no allegation 
of corruption, conflict of interest, 
wrongdoing or incompetence” by 
the departments antitrust divi- 
sion, which conducted the inves- 
tigation into the uranium, industiy, 
i it said. 

i The investigation has proven 
t controversial because tbe only 
[ government action resulted in 
what critics contend was a token 
i fine of $50,000 against Gulf OQ 
Corp. 

The government charged that

: cartel from 1972 to 1974 that 
increased the price of a pound of 
uranium to about $40, a sixfold 
increase in five years.

The “Daily Telegraph”- said 
that Nigeria had told BP its 
deliveries would be reduced by 
100,000 barrels a day, equivalent 
to around five million tons a year 
from Aug. 1.

Despite Carter appeal 

Democrat says senators 
will amend SALT treaty 


WASHINGTON, June 19 
(Agencies) — Unmoved by Presi- 
dent Carter’s appeal for ratifica- 
tion of the strategic arms limita- 
tion agreement (SALT II), 
senators predicted Monday night 
that the treaty will not be 
approved without amendments. 

And Carter said he will cam- 
paign for ratification before eveiy 
American who will listen. 

Sen. Henry Jackson ( D.- 
Washington), who has accused 
Carter of appeasing the Russians, 
said the treaty had so many 
loopholes and ambiguities that it 
would take hours of hearings to 
obrain a clear understanding. 

Republican Minority leader 
Howard Baker, whose support is 
considered vitaL criticized the 
president for repeatedly warning 
about a possible Soviet military 
build-up if the Senate rejects the 
treaty. 

But Sen. Jacob Javits (R-New 
York) praised Carter’s speech to 
Congress, and Sen. Edward Ken- 
nedy ( D- Massachusetts) called 
the treaty “a long-awaited step 
toward the goal of world peace 
and prevention of nuclear war." 

“I think the treaty has no 
chance of being passed without an 
amendment," said Baker. 

Jackson said the pact will be 
amended “so that the United 
States will not be limited to an 
inferior force.” 

Sen. Barry Goldwater ( R- 
Arizona) called Carter dishonest 
accused him of "trying to mislead 
the American people on our milit- 
ary strength relative to the Soviet 
Union." 

He would vote against the tre- 
aty "solely on the ground of 
administration dishonesty." 

(Sen. Bob Dole, ( R- Kansas) 
also predicted that the Senate will 
attach amendments. 

And Sen. John Tower (R- 
Texas) said, “I remain unimpre- 
sed.” 

Opponents were busy drafting 
amendments to the treaty. 

Assistant Senate Democratic 
Leader Alan Cranston said that 
about 35 senators firmly sup- 
ported SALT n, 20 to 25 were 
leaning in favor, and about 10 
were compeletely undecided. At 
least 30 senators seemed likely to 
vote against it. 

Cranston, a treaty supporter. 


said the president had made “a 
forceful eloquent statement for 
SALT and for limiting the arms 
race." 

But Cranston earlier said he did 
not think the Senate would ratify . 
the treaty without some amend- 
ments. 

Just 13 hours after signing 
SALT II with President Brezhnev 
in Vienna Monday, Carter 
launched an appeal for support of 
the pact in Congress. 

"The truth of the nuclear age is 
that the United States and the 
Soviet Union must live in peace — 
or we may not live at all,” the pres- 
ident said. 

Predicting it would become 
“the most debated treaty of our 
time, perhaps of all time,” Carter 
declared, “1 will explain it 
throughout the nation to every 
American who will listen.” 

The ratification issue is shaping 
up as the biggest battle of the 
administration and the latest indi- 
cations are that nothing less than 
an all-out campaign will gain him 
the twp^thirds majority needed.

NATO envoys 
laud briefing 
on SALT pact 

BRUSSELS, June 19 (AP) — 
The North Atlantic allies expre- 
ssed satisfaction Tuesday after 
being briefed here by a special 
U.S. government mission on the 
Vienna summit between Presi- 
dents Carter and Brezhnev. 

The U.S. delegates included 
George Seignious, director of the 
U.S. Arms Control and Disarma- 
ment Agency (ACDA), Ambas- 
sador Marshall Shulman, special 
adviser to the secretary of state for 
Soviet Affairs, Ambassador 
Ralph Earle U, chairman of the 
U.S. salt and Reginald Barth- 
olomew, member of the U.S. 
National delegation. Security 
Council. 

Ambassadors of the 15 NATO 
member-countries expressed their 
satisfaction with the “full and 
timely discussions.” 

The Eastern European press 
Tuesday credited the Soviet 
Union — and in particular Brezh- 
nev — with engineering the con- 
clusion of the SALT treaty.

Bomb 

WASHINGTON, June 1 9 ( AP) 
— The Vienna summit has moved 
the United States and Soviet 
Union closer to a treaty that would 
outlaw weapons designed to 
spread long-lasting radiation over 
wide areas. 

A communique after the meet- 
ing Monday said Carter and 
Brezhnev had agreed on major 
elements of a proposed new treaty 
to ban the invention or use of such 
weapons. 

Administration officials here 
said final agreement could come 
this summer. 

Standard nuclear weapons emit 
lethal radiation, with the blast and 
heat. 

But defense officials said 
neither of the two superpowers 
has attempted to develop strictly 
radiological weapons with the 
purpose of poisoning huge areas 
of an enemy’s territory for poss- 
ibly many years. 

Such weapons have been dis- 
cussed at least theoretically since 
the Korean War, when there was 
talk of building a “cobalt bomb” 
to lay an impassable barrier of 
radiation across North Korea.

U.S. refuses landing rights 

Europe airlines unleash grounded DC-10 


ZURICH, June 1 9 ( AP) — The 
first of the 58 DC- 10s in Europe 
took off Tuesday as European 
governments announced new 
inspection and maintenance prog- 
rams for the planes. 

Indonesia also said Tuesday 
that the national airline, Garuda,

S. Africa policeman gets 
prison for death of black 


BLOEMFONTEIN, South 
Africa, June 19 (R) — A South 
African policeman has been jailed 
for four years for an assault which 
led to the death of a black pris- 
oner. 

Detective Sergeant Gideon van 
Eck was one of eight people cm 
trial for the murder of Jankie 
Matobako. All pleaded not guilty. 

Judge ic. Steyn Mond ay fo und 
Van Eck and fanner Hendrik 
Steenkamp not guilty of murder 
but guilty of assault. Steenkamp 
was fined$ 1 1 ,700 with the alterna- 
tive of two years imprisonment 

Matobako died after he and five 
other blacks were hung by their 
wrists, beaten with hosepipes and 


whips and given electric shocks by 
the accused, the prosecution 
alleged. 

Matobako died eight days after 
his arrest for an attempted house- 
breaking on Steenkamp. 

He was taken with ms compan- 
ions to a shed on theJannJand 
suspended from a beam where the 

assault took place, the court was 

told. 

Sentencing van Eck, Judge 
Steyn said, “To implement sen- 
trace in this tri al is very unpleas-

U.S. high court 
says government 
may ban laetrile 

" WASHINGTON, June 19(AF) 
— Tire UJS. Supreme Court ruled 
Monday that the government may 
ban laetrile, asubstance intended 
for use by terminally cancer vic- 
tims. 

! Voting unanimously , the court 
said that a federal law banning fhe 
sale of anV (hug not proved to-be 
“safe ancf effective” makes So 
exception for drugs used by die 
terminally 31. 

The court’s ruling effectively 
eliminates the nse of laetrile until 
the Federal Food and Drug 
Administration gives its approvaL 
. In the future, cancer patients 
who want to obtain laetrile will 
have to do so illegally. 

. "To accept the proposition that 
the safety and efficacy standards 
of the Food, Drag and Cosmetic 
Act have no relevance for termi- 
nal patients is to deny the FDA's 
authority over all drugs, however 
toxic fcr ineffectual, for such indi- 
viduals,” Justice Thmgpod Mar- 
shall wrote for the court. 

The wording gives the decision 
a broad sweep. 

Monday’s ruling reversed a fed- 
eral appeals court ruling that the 
federal law did not apply to liquid 
laetrile’ s use by the terminally ill. 

The laetrile controversy, a 
highly emotional one because bf 
modern medicine's failure thus far 
to conquer -cancer, intensified in 
1977 when tbe Food and Drug 
Administration banned it.

The aircraft fell to the ground 
shortly after takeoff when an 
engine, ripped loose from its 
assemb ly. ■ ■ .
